New Junior College 
Is Part of Plans 
For Postwar Growth 


Plans for a new junior college 
were offered as part of a four- 
point postwar project in a pro- 
gram presented by the Santa Ana 
Chamber of Commerce at_ this 
week’s Rotary club meeting. 

Glenn Tidball, who discussed 
the possibilities for a new jaysee, 
based his talk on the fact that 
Santa Ana high school sends 75 
per cent of its students to col- 
lege in normal times and that 
since young people are _ being 
graduated earlier than in former 
years, junior college may bridge 
the gap between high school and 
a four-year college. 

Tidball also pointed out that af- 
ter a war which has broken up 
homes for a period of years, older 
brothers returning from service 
and parents will welcome an op- 
portunity for high school gradu- 
ates to stay home two years longer 
while furthering their education. 
These points with the fact that 
without the war Santa Ana Junior 
college had a consistent enroll- 
ment increase from 1934 until last 
year leads to the development of 
postwar plans for the new junior 
college. 

Three other points in the pro- 
ject were a new several storied 
courthouse in the block now oc- 
cupied by the main county build- 
ings, an efficient park system, and 
a municipal auditorium. 


Ex-Instructor Schroeder

The donor then goes to 
the main room, where _ trained 
nurses and army doctors supervise 
the donations, following which the 
student receives orange juice or 
coffee and doughnuts. At the door, 
he is given a bronze pin if this 
is his first pint given to the Red 
Cross, a silver pin if it is his third 
donation.
